Hundreds. of citizens—young and old—turned out 
Sunday for the dedication of 16 new schools through- 


out DeKalb County. 


The ceremoniés, which origi- 
nated simultaneously from each 
of the recently completed build- 
ings, marked the completion of 
an $11 million bond program ap- 
proved by DeKalb. voters. 


The ceremonies set an all-time 
record for the number of. schools 
dedicated in one day by a Geor- 
gia county. 


One of fthe largest crowds at- 
tended the ceremonies at John B. 
Gordon High School on Walling- 
ford drive in southwest DeKalb. 

Little girls in pigtails and seri- 
ous-faced seniors mixed with par- 
ents and other community leaders 
at the ceremonies. 


It was the same picture at the 
15 other modern schools over the 
county. 


John C. Cragg, principal of Gor- 
don High School, told his guests 
that the taxpayers’ investment in 
the new buildinngs was ‘“‘the best 
bargain you can get.” 


Rep. James C. Davis of Stone 
Mountaine delivered the dedica- 
tion address at Gordon High 
School. 


He said that the county’s open- 
ing of 16 new schools is proof 
that “DeKalb County has met the 
challenge’’ of providing educa- 
tional facilities for its growing 
population. 


“After seeing schools such as 
these built, Russian sputniks and 
their foreign ideology don’t fright- 
en us,’ he added. 

Davis said it is significant in 
these times that the nation’s youth 
be educated to the fullest so they 
will be “better prepared to meeet 
the challenge of our times.” 


Following dedication ceremonies, 
all schools held open house for 
parents and other guests. 


For the most part, the parents 
were amazed at the new struc- 
tures, which are a far cry from 
the buildings of their schooldays. 


The low, expansive buildings 
are modern in every detail. Wide 
corridors and halls and hundreds 
of windows give the new schools 
a cheerful loook. 


More than 12,000 pupils are 
housed in the 16 new schools. 
More than 40,000 students are en- 
rolled in the county’s 63 schools. 
Opening of the new buildings has 
eliminated the system’s ‘‘double 
sessions” and all students are 
now housed in school buildings.

Success of Dulles Is

Official Washington now believes that 
Secretary of State Dulles succeeded in 
extracting from Chiang Kai-shek not 
only a promise to abandon force as a 
means of overthrowing Red China, but 
also one to demilitarize Quemoy and 
Matsu. 

‘This latter promise will not be imple- 
mented until the Communists cease their 
artillery attacks on the islands. Word of 
this agreement is believed to have been 
pagsed on to the Reds in the Warsaw 
talks and also to Peiping. 

Chiang’s renunciation of force, or 
invasion of the mainland, is an about- 
face and the end of a dream. It may lead 
to a serious test of his power to rule For- 
mosa. News from that island is that 
the newspapers are critical and express- 
ing disappointment. It is not at all be- 
yond the realm of possibilities that Chiang 
will, in the months ahead, be removed 
by a military coup d’etat. With him out 
of the way some United Nations trustee- 
ship status for Formosa might then be 
possible. 

The new policy is also a reversal of 
previous American positions. There is 
some slight hope it may permit an ap- 
proach to a real armistice. If so, Mr. 
Dulles merits commendation. Chiang is 
not an easy man to sway.

Freedom of the Press 
Reaffirmed in Maryland 


The First Amendment to the Consti- 
tution provides that “Congress shall 
make no law ... abridging the freedom 
of speech or of the press,” 

Now and then local, state or federal 
governments lose sight of the meaning 
and intent of this amendment and pass 
legislation that either is out-and-out dis- 
criminatory or else tends to muzzle the 
press indirectly. 


Amendment No. 6 authorizes the State 
Board of Education to provide scholar- 
ships for teachers. Presuming that Geor- 
gia retains its public education system, 
the need for more and better teachers 
is a problem for which there is no imme- 
diate solution, 

The extent of the problem can be 
gauged perhaps by the fact that at the 
end of Gov. Griffin’s term of office there 
will be more than 100,000 more students 
in Georgia schools than when he took 
office four years ago. Enrollment still is 
growing at a rate of between 25,000 and 
30,000 a year. 

Georgia colleges are not turning out 
enough new teachers to replace those 
leaving the profession and to meet this 
enrollment increase. Teachers are a vital 
necessity. | 

Amendment No. 7 would authorize 
granting of scholarships to physi@lans and 
other personnel for specialized training 
in the field of psychiatry. Certainly this 
amendment, affecting as it does every 
community in the state, deserves pas- 
sage. 

Georgia lags in care of the mentally 
ill and in providing treatment to pre- 
vent it. Lack of trained péfsonnél ‘such 
as psychiatrists, occupational therapists, 
psychiatric nurses, psychiatric social 
workers, clinical psychologists and other 
specialists is holding up better care of 
mental patients. 

According to the Georgia Assn. for 
Mental Health, the state ranks 48th in 
number of psychologists, 48th in the num- 
ber of social workers, 4ist in phy- 
sicians, 43rd in registered nurses in psy- 
chiatry, and 47th in the number of at- 
tendants. 

Neglect of mental health is causing 
an economic drain on the entire state. Its 
social effect also is statewide. 

Both these amendments deserve pas- 
sage and prompt action to make them 
effective.

Bowlers are of two schools of thought—the ‘‘spot” bowlers and 
the “‘board’’ bowlers. 


Simply enough, spot bowlers select a spot on or just beyond the 


| foul line and release their ball at that point. 


Board bowlers aim the ball, 


alley. os) — 
In the case of beginners, I 
usually encourage them to try 
both methods and adopt the one 
that suits them best. Frankly, 
I'm usually relieved if they pre- 
fer the board method. 


The principal difficulty with 
spot bowling, especially in the 
case of the beginner, is that it’s 
likely to check the swing abrupt- 
ly at the point of ball release. 
As a result, follow-through and 
arm lift essential to hook bowl- 
ing are lost. 


The bowler whose finishing 
form is illustrated is a spot bowler who throws a hook. Notice that 
his thumb is turned to the extreme left. His grip is a natural one, 
sometimes described as the “V” or ‘“‘suitcase’”’ grip. If he were to 
release the ball from this hand position, the result would be a “‘flat” 
ball that merely rotates straight ahead and may even fall off to 
the right before it gets to the pins. 


But if he finishes fifth a follow-through that involves arm lift, 
however slight, the fingers will get a chance to impart the spin 
action that causes a ball to hook. 


Spot bowl, if you prefer, but remember that this method places 
a premium on development of follow-through for direction and arm 
lift for finger function.

Is Still Exciting

Retail buying is a fascinating game—especially 
when there is a “show” where some 750 manufactur- 
ers set up their tempting wares. 


In Atlanta yesterday, the 
members of Southeastern Trav- 
elers Exhibitors, Inc. opened a 
three«lay showing of spring and 
cruise merchandise for children 
and women and turned the Mu- 
nicipal Auditorium into what ap- 
peared to an outsider’s eyes a 
huge carnival. 


Early in the day, buyers were 
treking in from. all over the 
Southeast and by mid-afternoon 
the place was buzzing like school 
day at the fair. 


This game of buying and sell- 
ing is as old as time and meth- 
ods have changed little since the 
trading post or market place 
were the centers of activity. But 
the excitement of shopping for 
new season clothing is a stirring 
emotion and the air is fairly 
charged with the Rehnaa | of 
the event. 


DIFFERENT APPROACH 


From the selling standpoint, 
it was interesting to hear one 
sales manager of a lingerie 
house explain the difference in 
approach in the South and East.. 


“In the South, the buyers 
do not appreciate high pres- 
sure salesmanship,”’ according 
to Mr. Redding of Pinehurst 
Lingerie. 

“On the other hand, the East- 
ern buyer expects it and would 
walk away from your selling 
booth rather disappointed # 
you didn’t try to pressure her,” 
he pointed out. 


Eleanor Harrelson, sales- 
woman with Swansdown, was 
described by one buyer as typi- 
cal of what a salesman can do 
for a buyer. She was praised 
for knowing her line thoroughly, 
for knowing her territory and its 
needs.

Miss Harrelson made & few 
predictions about spring coats, 
suits and toppers that did sound 
rather reasonable and it was 
easy to see how she would in- 
spire confidence in her judge- 
ment. 


She expects walking suits not 
to be nearly so important for 
spring as they were for fall.

“Interest will be centered in 
fabric, color and texture with 
souffles, loopy mohair gaining 
in acceptance as well as fur- 
trimmed suits. 


Buyers coming to a show 
such as this for the first time 
approach their job armed with 
a pad full of information about 
their needs and are inclined to 
buy more by what they planned 
to buy whereas the veterans 
come prepared to buy more by 
ear. 

Mrs. Leila H. Goodson of 
Franklin, Ga., on her own at 
buying for the first time was 
shopping a lingerie line armed 
with just how many slips to 
buy and what size to buy them 
in and she was getting her 
known needs off first before 
looking around for new items. 


“It is important to know your 
area and know what your clients 
want,”” according to Mrs. Good- 
son as she explained how she 
goes about buying. ‘Knowing 
this tells you what price range, 
what sizes and what quantities 
to buy in and it’s simpler from 
there on.” 


And the same reasoning was 
applied by Mrs. Lucille Meyer 
of Gainesville, Ga., in looking 
over jewelry for spring. 


Mrs. Meyer said that you look 
for what your customers are 
calling for, not necessarily what 
you think is pretty. 


Seraphina Cohen, of Choo- 
zee jewelry, was helping her 
and she said that tailored 
jewelry was expected to make 
an important appearance and 
drop earrings were coming 
back to go with the new em- 
pire hairdos. 


In handbags, Mrs. Ola Mae 
Joyner, Perry, Fla., was look- 
ing for patents. This was ap- 
parently typical of handbag 
buyers since many of the sales- 
men pointed out that patent 
was going big as well as 
tapestries with jewels and vel- 
vet and beaded varieties for 
evening. 

Hans Joel, of Atlanta, gave 
the veteran’s approach to buy- 
ing when he said that he was 
looking over all the lines and 
comparing. 

“At a show of this nature you 
can shop lots of lines at one 
time and save a lot of valuable 
time you would generally have 
to take from your own busi- 
ness. It helps you compare 
styles and values and saves 
duplication because you don’t 
buy piecemeal.” 

Yes, buying is fascinating 
and much like a shot in the 
dark as to whether you score 
a miss or a hit with your 
choice.

Each separate school sys- 
tem can obtain $500 or $1,000 an- 
nually for its film libraries merely 
by putting up a like amount. 


Bagley said this money cannot 
be used for equipment but is 
supposed to pay for films the 
schools use most often as well as 
the strips and slides.

The South’s Regional Advisory Council on Nuclear 
Energy Sunday authorized the early drafting of what 
could be the nation’s first interstate compact for nu-

STATE AUTHORITY AIM 


A compact was defined by coun- 
cil spokesmen as a “voluntary 
interstate agreement for coopera- 
tion in solving mutual problems.” 
They described the proposed nu- 
clear compact as a means toward 
maintaining state authority and 
averting complete federal control 
of the peaceful atom. 


The pact will require ratifica- 
tion by state legislatures and ap- 
proval by Congress before be- 
coming effective. The Southern 
Governors’ Conference asked that 
a draft compact be ready for sub- 
mittal to Southern legislatures 
which meet in 1959, 


The meeting here was the coun- 
cil’s first since the Southern 
governors voted at their 1958 
meeting in September, at Lexing- 
ton, Ky., to create a Southern in- 
terstate compact for nuclear 
energy. At that time they extend- 
ed the council's life two more 
years pending establishment of 
the compact. 


Sponsored by the Southern 
governors and supported by con- 
tributions from 15 states, the 
council was set up early in 1957. 
Its goals are to stimulate atomic 
developments in the region and 
to help the states — rather than 
the federal government — absorb 
new ilities stemming 


from the rapid growth of private 
atomic indusiry. H

Hogs a Common Sight 
On This Atlanta Street 


Walt Taylor called from the door of the restaurant he runs 
on Brady avenue, “Come here a minute. Here’s something you 
don’t see’on every street in Atlanta.” 

Walt was sure right. The sight he wanted te show was a herd 


“of hogs being driven across Brady avenue, holding up traffic on 
-both sides. The hogs were headed from Armour and Co.’s stock 


. barn to your table, via the Armour packing house, of course. 


_ Brady avenue,runs through the middle of the stockyards. 
“The sight of hogs on the street is not the only thing that takes 
«some getting used to. The aroma of the stockyards seems a little 
-peculiar to those not familiar with barn smells, and is certainly 
strange in a metropolitan area where gasoline and diesel fumes 
predominate. 


But Atiantans like to eat meat, and this is where the process 
starts. 


Use Everything But the Squeal 


Matt Voss, sales manager for Armour, took me on a tour of 
the packing plant where skilled workers make sure every bit of 
the pigs are used except the squeals. Probably some high-fi re- 
corders would remedy that lack—they’ve recorded everything else. 


Hog-killing time is every workday at a big packing plant, 
rather than after frost, as is true on farms. There is very little 
similarity in the rest of the process, either, except in the finished 
product. Armour’s smokehouse is stainless steel, and the smoke 
is washed before it is circulated around the hanging sides of 
bacon, 


The butchering room.is a fine example of assembly line pro- 
cedure. The hog and cattle carcasses move hanging on hooks 
from an overhead trolley. Skilled workers with all sorts of sharp 
instruments slice with lightning speed, and the carcasses are 
ready for the aging rooms, in the case of beef. Pork is not aged, 
of course, but some cuts are salted and smoked. The fresh pork 
reaches the retail stores often on the same day the pig was killed. 


“The trend has been toward prepackaging for some time,” 
Voss said. “Retail stores are doing less and less of their own 
butchering.” 


Men with badges work right alongside the butchers at the 
Armour plant. They are government inspectors and they are 
checking the animal carcasses and the processes right through to 
the finished packages or crates of beef or pork sent to the stores. 


Horse and Mule Dealers Still 
Not all of the stock barns specialize in edible animals. There 


. are some barns where horses and mules are still bought and 


traded. They are, of course, in a continuous shrinking process 
as farm motive power continues to rely on tractors. 


“TI used to sell more mules before breakfast than I'll sell all 


‘this winter,” J. H. Couch, Brady avenue livestock dealer, said. 
I still say mule power will raise a better cotton crop than a 


tractor, even if it dees take more hours in the field.”
